From the Desk of... 


EXECUTIVE SECRETARY, 
AMERICAN SHORTHORN ASSOCIATION 


During the past year the Board of 
Directors of the American Shorthorn 
Association acted upon many facets 
concerned with our breed improve- 
ment. Resolutions passed after long 
hours of deliberation and weeks of 
research and study clearly pointed 
out the road for Shorthorn breeders 
to travel so the Shorthorn and Polled- 
Shorthorn cattle could continue the 
steady gains shown the past few years. 

One of the major actions taken by 
the Board was on Blood Typing of 
Bulls used for artificial insemination 
and the resolution which follows was 
passed unanimously: 


“In order to be eligible for regis- 
tration, any calf conceived by artifi- 
cial insemination after January 1, 
1965, the blood type of the SERV- 
ICE SIRE must be recorded with 
the American Shorthorn Association.” 


By way of explanation: 


Application for blood typing bulls 
used for artificial insemination, even 
though a bull is owned by one, is to 
be made directly to the ASA. The 
application sent by the owner to the 
Association will be forwarded to Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. The laboratory will 
send complete instructions, along 


with a container for the blood sam- 
ple, directly to the owner. The own- 
er will receive specific instructions— 
when the blood sample is to be taken 
—shipping instructions so that the 
blood sample will arrive at the lab- 
oratory on a pre-determined date. 
Each owner will be forwarded a copy 
of the blood type report and a copy 
will also be filed at the home office 
of the American Shorthorn Associa- 
tion. 


It is important that any owner 
using or anticipating the use of a bull 
for artificial insemination contact 
the American Shorthorn so that ar- 
rangements can be worked out with 
the laboratory. 


A firm position was taken regard- 
ing the importation of semen by the 
Board when it went on record as 
opposing the importation of semen 
from foreign countries for use in the 
United States. 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture had previously made a proposal 
which would allow importation of 
semen collected under specified rules 
from countries infested with rinder- 
pest and foot and mouth disease. 


Your Secretary was advised to sub- 
mit this resolution to proper authori- 
ties and to continue to oppose the 
importation of semen, 


Regulations for progeny testing 
and identification were adopted: 


First, the herd must be classified 
in order to participate in the progeny 
testing and identification program. 


Weights are to be taken at 205 
days and 365 days. The 205 day 
weight may be taken from 180 to 
240 days and adjustment made eith- 
er forward or back to the 205 day 
weight. The following schedule is the 
adjustment for the age of the dam: 


Age of dam: 

2 year........ multiply the computed 205 day 
weight by 1.15 

3 year........ multiply the computed 205 day 
weight by 1.10 

4 year........ multiply the computed 205 day 
weight by 1.05 

5 yr. thru 10....no adjustment for age of 
dam 


11 yr. & up....multiply the computed 205 
day weight by 1.05 


Yearling weights (365 day) are 
to be taken between 350-400 days. 
These weights to be computed separ- 
ately on each sex. And, there will be 
no adjustment of the 265 day weight 
for the age of the dam. 


The weights are to be submitted 
to the American Shorthorn Ass’n on 
forms which will be provided by the 
Association. 


Weights are to be verified by any 
of the following: (1) State BCIA 
official, (2) County Agent, or (3) 
Vocational Agricultural Instructor. 


The Association will issue a cer- 
tificate showing the 205 and 365 day 
weight and will compute the life time 
average daily gain. The certificate 
for the animal will have this informa- 
tion so indicated. In addition, there 
will be a designation of the handling 
of the calves to the 205 day weight 
whether on creep feeding, nurse cow, 
or no additional feed other than 
dam’s milk. 


The number of calves entered in 
the project are to be designated by 
the owner. In instances where there 
is a 100% participation (where all 
calves are entered in the program) 
the certificate issued by the Ameri- 
can Shorthorn Association will so in- 
dicate the 100% participation. 


Also a resolution regarding the use 
of transfer application forms was 
adopted which is explained in a sep- 
arate article. 


Colorado Juniors 
Continue Progress 


The recent Colorado Junior Short- 
horn Club Steer and Heifer Sale at 
Greeley, Colorado proved to be a 
marked success. 


Loretta Mathias, president of the 
Junior Association, reported steers 
averaged $157 and heifers $303. 


Many compliments were received 
by the Jrs. on the fine booth and 
Shorthorn display they had at the 
sale.

Registration Errors Costly

290 applications for registration 
out of 3,945 received during the 
month of November were in error. 
These had to be returned to the send- 
ers for necessary correction. 


The majority of the errors were 
not from new inexperienced members 
but from old time breeders who reg- 
istered many cattle each year. The 
errors consisted of many miscellane- 
cus reasons and the most prevelant 
were “no birthdate” and a “signa- 
ture not conforming with member- 
ship” or “owner of the dam.” 


The 290 errors constituted about 
8% of applications received. The er- 
rors cost your association dollars. 
Each letter returned requires 5c pos- 
tage and a return postage envelope 
was also enclosed to insure return— 
this added another 8c to the postage 
costs. In addition, time was required 
to check the applications, write and 
type the letter of explanation and 
have the mail clerk mail. To prepare 
an ordinary business letter cost ac- 
counting figures show each letter to 
cost from 27c to 35c. This represents 
but a portion of the cost to your 
association of a registration applica- 
tion that is in error. 


In order to curtail these errors 
each breeder would! take the Manual 
and review the steps required in com- 
pleting an application for registration. 
The completed application should be 
rechecked before it is forwarded to 
headquarters. This procedure would 
eliminate many errors by those send- 
ing in registration applications. 


An application for registration re- - 


ceived that is in error takes a week 
to be processed and mailed back to 
the breeder for the necessary correc- 
tion. And, several appications for reg- 
istration with just one application 
not correct holds up the complete 


package until the application in er- 
ror is corrected and returned to the 
office. 


Lets give more attention to the ap- 
plications for registration.

The recorded owner of any registered Shorthorn at- any stated time is the owner 
as recorded in the entry of such animal in the American Shorthorn Association records; 
of, if such animal has been transferred after said entry, then such owner is the last trans- 
feree thereof, shown on the record of transfers kept in the office of this association. 


An application for transfer of a registered Shorthorn should be made upon the blank 
provided by the Association therefor, and must be executed by the recorded owner of such 
animal or by the legal representative.

An entry or transfer shall be annulled and the certificate thereof recalled and can- 
celled if the Board of Directors decide that the data for such transfer is erroneous in any 
essential particular, or that the same was made for the purpose of defrauding or circumvent- 
ing regulations. 


For each application and transfer filed within thirty (30) days from the date 
of actual delivery of animal; MEMBERS $2.00; NON MEMBERS $4.00.

The Board of Directors of the 
American Shorthorn Association 
adopted a resolution effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1965 for the use of an appli- 
cation for transfer. 


Shown on this page is a sample 
application for transfer that will be 
used after the first of the year. 


Application blanks are available 
for use from headquarters at 25c for 
a block of 30 forms. A quick look 
at the application shows that it is 
self-explanatory. 


After the first of the year the trans- 
fer will not be completed on the back 
of the pedigree or on the application 
for registration as has been done in 
the past. The application for transfer 
will be filled out on the new form 
and sent with pedigree certificate or 
application for registration of the an- 
imal to be transferred. 


The transfer on the pedigree or 
application for registration will be 
completed by the transfer depart- 
ment at the association headquarters 
and the pedigree certificate returned 
to the seller. 


The completed application for 
transfer form will be kept in file in 
the American Shorthorn Association 
office for future reference.

The appointment of Robert B. 
“Bob” Heine, Drayton, North Da- 
kota as Official Classifier for the 
American Shorthorn Association has 
been announced by C. D. Swaffar, 
Executive Secretary. Mr. Heine as- 
sumed his duties as of December 1, 
1964. 


Bob Heine’s knowledge of Short- 
horns comes from a life long career 
as his father first registered Short- 
horns in 1910.

Bob has two sons, Dr. Wayne, a 
physician in Gainesville, Florida and 
Robert Jr., who carries on at the 
home ranch in Drayton. 


Many honors have been bestowed 
on Robert G. Heine for his work with 
Shorthorns. He was the first person 
honored in ‘The Worid Salutes” ‘col- 
umn in the Shorthorn World and was 
named a “Builder of the Breed” in 
1960.

ior member to a heifer project 
and follow it up with guidance 
and encouragement. 


3) Offer your herd to 4-H and FFA 
for use in judging contest, etc. 


4) Put up an attractive road sign to 
direct stockmen and other inter- 
ested people to your ranch. 


5) When going to a Shorthorn sale 
or gathering, take a neighbor 
along. He may not be interested 
today, but who knows when he 
will have a change of mind? 


6) Visit as many commercial breed- 
ers as your time will allow, espec- 
ially those who have purchased 
cattle from you. 


7) Single out a breeder within your 
area whom you think could be 
converted to a Shorthorn breeder 
and use as much persuasion as 
possible to get the job accomp- 
lished.

Young Men Tested 
on Night of Horror 


As related by Pat Quinn of the 
school’s sports information office, 
there are fantastic coincidences in 
the story of basket ball player Bob 
Swaffar’s grim accident at Oklahoma 
State University. 


Bob is the son of C. D. Swaffar, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the American 
Shorthorn Association. 


Most sports page readers must 
know that Bob’s right arm was twist- 
ed off while he was using a water 
extractor in the Athletic Department 
laundry room. 


The arm became wedged in a 
drum making one thousand revolu- 
tions per minute. The six-foot-nine 
athlete was hurled to the floor. Fol- 


lowing emergency treatment in Still- 
water and a 66-mile drive to Okla- 
homa City, the arm was rejoined dur- 
ing night-long surgery at Oklahoma 
University Hospital. 


That was two weeks ago, and a 
long, hopeful vigil continues. 


THEY KEPT COOL 
It seems a miracle that Bob’s com- 
panion of that fateful evening, fellow 
basket ball player Gary Hassmann, 
was a pre-med student with great 
presence of mind. 


Hassmann, incidentally ,is a grant- 
in-aid athlete from Louisville, Ky., 
and president of the senior class. 
What harsh irony that he would be 
called a “freeloader” by critics of 
this educational system! 


Another basketball player, sopho- 
more Jim Watson of McAlester, Ok- 
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lahoma, walked into the laundry im- 
mediately after the accident. Last 
summer he worked as a part-time 
ambulance driver in McAlester. 


While a third athlete telephoned 
for an ambulance Hassmann and Wat- 
son efficiently tended to Swaffar and 
took steps to preserve the arm. Doc- 
tors remarked later that correct pro- 
cedures followed by these young men 
made the reimplantation possible. 


Quinn’s observation: “Athletes are 
taught to retain their poise under 
pressure. Could there be a more 
graphic illustration of a lesson 
learned?” 


AIDED BY RESEARCH 
During emergency treatment at a 
Stillwater hospital, a doctor recalled 
that a medical team in Oklahoma 
City had been experimenting for sev- 
eral years on reimplantation tech- 
niques. 


The experiments were conducted 
with animals, a point to mention the 
next time some group screams and 
weeps at alleged medical “cruelty” 
in this field. 


Let them plead their case before 
the parents of Bob Swaffar. 


A TEAM EFFORT 
According to Quinn, Bob’s pulse 
rate never exceeded 80 while he was 
being cared for in Stillwater and, 
later that night, in Oklahoma City. 


At no time was his over-all physi- 
cal condition less than “excellent.” 


It was a national “team effort” and 
gave heartening encouragement to 
the surgeons in Oklahoma City, Bob’s 
family and his many friends, 


In the days that have followed, 
Bob has heard from coaches and ath- 
letes throughout the Big Eight Con- 
ference—and from America at large. 
His rooting section is vast. 


WE UNDERRATE 
The story of that night of horror 
in Stillwater tells us a number of 
things. 


Foremost, perhaps, is the reminder 
that we tend to underrate the com- 
petence of our young people. 


We also are told that top coaches 
such as OSU’s Henry Iba do mold 
men... that medical science is, in- 
deed, a marvel ... and that most of 
us have only small problems.

JUST SUSAN--but--OH! 
WHAT 
SHORTHORN PUBLICITY

Once in a great while along comes 
what a PR mans calls a “natural.” 
Such was Susanna E Huxley, a pret- 
ty, little, blue-eyed bonld I met at 
the American Royal Livestock show 
in Kansas City. When such “natural” 
happens and is properly given the 
right push to get under way the story 
grows and grows and grows. This was 
the reaction after the first Susan 
story appeared, 


The end is not yet in sight as fu- 
ture developments, now in the mak- 
ing, may be of interest to news media 
and Shorthorn will be further men- 
tioned. 


It is interesting to hear about the 
“how and why” this Shorthorn pub- 
licity started. Betty Royon, Vice 
President, Acadia Farms nonchalant- 
ly mentioned the fact to me that 
Susan Huxley, great-granddaughter 
of Sir Julian Huxley, distinguished 
British biologist, author and speaker; 
grandniece of the late author, Aldous 
Huxley was “a working guest of 
Acadia” and was helping take care 
of Acadia show cattle at the Royal. 
That if Susan could be used to help 
promote Shorthorn she, Susan, was 
more than willing to so do. 


The story idea was first given to 
the Kansas City Times and a picture 
and story used. The Times started 
the ball rolling by using a two col- 
umn picture and a human interest 
angle—“One elbow propped on a 
bale of hay, her jeans and boot-clad 
legs curled up beside her, she shared 
a straw-strewn stall with a champion 
Shorthorn, etc;” Then the wire serv- 
ices picked up the story and this por- 
tion of the Susan and Shorthorn story 
went round the world. 


Then things began to snowball for 
Susan and Shorthorns—in the mean- 
time she had returned to Cleveland 
but Life Magazine caught up with 
her—flew her back to Kansas City—- 
took over 200 pictures—and used 
one picture of her in the three page 
spread which appeared in Life De- 
cember 11th—this was the picture of 
Susan resting comfortably on the 
back of Glamis Benefactor owned by 


KC Farms—then they returned to 
Acadia Farms where the other pic- 
tures were taken which appeared in 
Life. Millions of people saw a picture 
of a Shorthorn for the first time as 
a result of this publicity. 


Individual newspapers requested 
interviews and pictures, radio and 
television stations took turns in tap- 
ing Susan’s answers to questions. 


Why did newspapers, wire services, 
radio and television pick up and use 
this publicity in which our breed 
was mentioned time after time? News 
media know full well that the Ameri- 
can publilc go for the unusual—and 
this was a very interesting and re- 
markable story. 


Now we'll take a look at the rea- 
sons why the story received so much 
valuable space and time. If we were 
to buy the same amount of advertis- 
ing space and time it would have 
cost over $150,000.00 to get Short- 
horns before the public. And this is 
a conservative estimate. 


Although she is just Susan to her 
Shorthorn friends, her pedigree ex-

ceeds those of the Shorthorns she 
loves. Susan’s great-great-grandfather, 
defended Charles Darwin, Her grand- 
father is Sir Julian, the eminent biol- 
ogist and writer, her great-uncle, Al- 
dous, is the famous novelist, and her 
father, Anthony, is co-editor of two 
British magazines.
